VThe reason is obvious, historians point out, 
Because the rise of the Red Chinese was aided 
by the United States through an incredible com- 
a bination of blind rejection of reality and actual 
r subversion. 
V O ur China policy just after World War Two 
weakened the free Chinese and strengthened the 
Red Chinese until a communist victory was 
inevitable. A new, excellent source which tells 
the whole fantastic story in more than 400 
fully documented pages is entitled How The 
Far East Was Lost, by Dr. Anthony Kubek of 
the University of Dallas. 
Out of the wreckage of our postwar China 
policy, only Formosa and the free government 
o^Chiang Kai-shek were saved. 
The fact tlrat we still support the government 
the Republic of China on Formosa and have 
Trot recognized the Red China regime, is a 
ttstam ent to the strength of public opinion 
America. It is common knowledge (to anyone 
femiliar with the U.S. State Department that it 
if# in favor of recognizing Red China. So far, 
«•very attempt to smooth the path for recog- 
’nltion has been abruptly halted by public feelings. 
The Republic of China should not be thought 
of as a “ government in exile.“ Formosa, a 
large, fertile and prosperous island is histor­ 
ically an integral part of the territory of China 
and has a population of 11.2 million. The gov­ 
ernment maintains a powerful army and navy 
there. 
With their offshore position, their rightful 
claim to be China’s true government and their 
determination to regain their homeland, the 
leaders of free China keep up a steady pressure 
on the Red Chinese. Free China stands ready 
to take advantage of any mistake the communist 
conquerors make. The starving, suffering people 
of China, seeing every shred of liberty and hope 
torn from them, remember the government of 
the Nationalists with longing and affection. 
Some Americans say that the corruption so 
often charged against the free Chinese govern­ 
ment blackened that government forever in the 
minds of the Chinese people. It is a strange 
morality which would prefer a lot of communist 
slavery to a little nationalist bribery. 
It must also be remembered that the com­ 
munist leaders have refused to allow families 
to live together and that they openly boast 
they would sacrifice 200 million of their own 
people in a nuclear war. 
The desparity of feelings the Chinese hold for 
Chiang 
Kai-shek and 
the 
Red tyrants was 
dramatically shown at the end of the Korean 
War. More than 60,000 prisoners 
from com­ 
munist Chinese arm ies (more than half of the 
total number of prisoners taken) chose not 
to return to their homes, but to go to Formosa 
to serve under Chiang Kai-shek. They made 
this choice freely, despite the most vicious and 
desperate efforts by the communists to prevent 
it. There is no reason to suppose that subse­ 
quent years of savage oppression have reduced 
the number of Chinese who would choose Chiang 
Kai-shek. Far more likely, those years have 
increased pro-Nationalist feeling. 
As long as the Republic of China remains on the 
island of Formosa and has the potential to in­ 
vade the mainland, the Red Chinese will suffer 
In the eyes of its enslaved and the free world. 
.Though the anti-Chiang group in the State De- 
lt has been unable to reach its goal of 
»ric&n recognition of Red China, it has been 
to take away an important part of the ad- 
we gain from free Chinese possession 
Formosa. Restraints of every kind have been 
on Chiang*8 capacity to invade and retake 
i homeland. 
For several vears the U. S. Seventh Fleet was 


under orders to prevent Chiang from attempting 
such an invasion. It may be under such orders 
now; the facts are not fully known. It is known 
that our government has refused to give or 
sell landing craft to the Republic of China and 
has discouraged other nations from doing so. 
Last year, the free Chinese began building their 
own on Formosa. 
Obviously, if Chiang Kai-shek and his forces 
have no capability to land on the Chinese main­ 
land, their recognition by us as the rightful 
government of all China means little. Only 
the communists stand to gain in such a situa­ 
tion. Yet this is just what many of our policy 
planners ostensibly favor. They apparently op­ 
pose free Chinese attack on the China main­ 
land under any circumstances. Their argument 
is the usual one to justify American inaction: 
that any irfvasion of the mainland would lead 
to nuclear war. 
The Red Chinese obviously had no 
such 
fears when they threw 200,000 of their best 
troops against ours in Korea during the ter­ 
rible 
December of 1950. Nuclear war did not 
result. 
Red China has no nuclear weapons, though 
one may be exploded soon. It will be many 
years before Peking has the means of de­ 
livering such 
weapons 
to their targets. 
A nuclear war would result from an invasion 
of the Chinese mainland only if Moscow de­ 
cided to launch an atomic attack on the United 
States in retaliation. Such action would mean 
the destruction of Russia as the price of saving 
China; in the present state of relations between 
Moscow and Peking, such a step is not likely. 
The Republic of China represents the last 
hope of the enslaved people on the mainland 
of China and one of the best hopes for Ameri­ 
ca and the free world in containing the growth 
of Peking’s power. However, the government of 
free China will be a hope for no one outside 
Formosa unless it has the ability to invade 
the Chinese mainland whenever conditions are 
ripe. 
We need not fear a hasty or thoughtless de­ 
cision. Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek ha^. 
literally spent a lifetime in fighting the com­ 
munists; at the time of the long march in the 
1930’s he was close to defeating them. He will 
invade only when he sees a good chance to win. 
By standing in his way, the Uaited States pro­ 
tects its enemies — the Chinese Communist 
leaders whose declared policy is open war­ 
fare against the West. It is incredible that we 
should protect them against the rightful govern­ 
ment of their own people. 
Constructives must be ready to rally public 
opinion which has always stood behind free 
China. Chiang Kai-shek’s stake in the future 
of China is cur stake. We must stand behind 
him as long as he lives and behind his suc­ 
cessors as long as the communist rulers in 
Peking threaten the peace of the world.

greater economic autonomy by 
the individual states and limita­ 
tion of the president’s term of 
office. 
Their last successful presi­ 
dential candidate was a popular 
general and war hero, but even 
in this last period of political 
supremacy, the seeds of their 
ultimate eclipse were sprout­ 
ing. 
The question of the future of 
the Negro race and the possi­ 
bility of war were major causes 
of their downfall. The party’s 
defense 
of states’ rights and 
willingness to temporize on the 
Negro issue gained them much 
support in the South but re­ 
sulted in the defection of many 
followers elsewhere. 


While in previous 
years the 
party had nominated moderate 
candidates with wide national 
appeal, its last convention con­ 
stituted a surrender to pres­ 
sure from the right. The vic­ 
torious philosophy was char­ 
acterized by distrust of minor­ 
ity groups and fear of subver­ 
sion by “ un-American” ide­ 
ologies. 


The subsequent election was a 
disaster for the party. 
The party was, of course, the 
Whigs, who appeared on the U.S. 
political scene between 1834 and 
1856. (The Democratic

ident was Andrew Jackson and

was 
Zachary 
Taylor.) 
The Whigs were replaced as 
the second major party by the 
Republicans, a vigorous new 
party 
which, 
except 
in the 
South, represented the gather­ 
ing mainstream of American 
thinking at the time.

Reynolds let loose some eye- 
poppers when the press and 
public were barred, but so far 
investigation of his charges has 
led only to dead ends. 
Here are the most tantaliz. 
ing accusations Reynolds made 
in the secret session: 
Eye-Popper No. 1 — He testi­ 
fied that L. J. Evans, senior 
vice president of Gruman A ir­ 
craft, delivered $100,000 in a 
brown bag to Bobby Baker as 
the “ pay-off” for the TFX fight­ 
er • plane 
contract. Gruman 
joined with General Dynamics 
to present the winning bid. 
After 
t h e 
money 
was 
delivered, Reynolds testified. 
Baker told Evans, “ The big 
boy wants to see you,*’ and 
took him in to see Lyndon 
Johnson, then vice president. 
A thorough investigation by 
the FBI hasn't produced a shred 
of evidence to back up Reynolds' 
story. 
Eye-popper No. 2 —Reynolds 
charged 
that American Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph had a r­ 
ranged for its executives to con­ 
tribute to 
Lyndon Johnson's 
campaign and collect a rebate 
from the company disguised as 
“ expenses.” 
The FBI found the company 
has encouraged its executives 
to contribute to the candidate 
of their choice but had made 
absolutely no offer to reim ­ 
burse 
them 
from company 
funds. 
Eye-popper No. 3 —Reynolds 
claimed that the famous hi-fi 
set which lie gave Bobby Baker 
for LBJ was delivered to John­ 
son's residence in a General 
Services Administration truck. 
This, too, has been disputed 
by everyone concerned. 
-SEX AND VIP'S-- 
Reynolds* 
favorite 
tales, 
however, have to do with the 


sex 
foibles 
of Washington 
VIP's. He accused various sen­ 
ators and White House aides 
of consorting with call girls. 
He testified, for example, 
that he once walked in on a big- 
name official and found -him 
making 
love to a secretary. 
Both angrily denied to the FBI 
that 
the 
incident 
ever took 
place. 


Reynolds also claimed that a 
White House aide, so close to 
the Kennedys that he once posed 
with an arm around Senator- 
elect Robert Kennedy, was a 
boy friend of the deported Ger­ 
man call girl, Ellen Rometsch. 
Ihe FBI dug up the picture 
of the aide in a friendly pose 
with Kennedy but could find no 
evidence that he ever knew 
Miss Rometsch. 
Some Justice Department of­ 
ficials have recommended that 
Reynolds be called before a 
Grand 
Jury 
to 
repeat 
his 
charges. This would give the 
Grand Jury an opportunity to 
pin him down on details and 
compare them with the FBI's 
findings, then indict whoever 
is lying. 
NOTE — The talkative Reyn­ 
olds got his Capitol Hill start 
as an informant for the late 
Sen. Joe McCarthy, has made 
a career of bringing accusa. 
tions against people high and 
low. He made complaints to 
the FBI against so many peo­ 
ple, charging they were Com­ 
munists and sex deviates, that 
the FBI finally investigated him 
in 1952. This led a security

PITSBURGH:—There are na­ 
tional labor leaders who would 
amend the Ten Commandments 
with an eleventh restraint: Thou 
shalt not covet thy union presi­ 
dent’s post. These labor leaders 
not only deem such ambition as 
sacrilege but extend the sin to 
supporters of any opposition 
to themselves. Nor is the op­ 
position more charitbale if it 
wins. It goes for broke. The 
urge to purge is relentless. 
Union headquarters staffs -- 
men and women whose decades 
-old careers are wrapped up 
in their technical and organiz­ 
ing jobs -- are caught in the 
middle of internal political bat­ 
tles. This is so even if the union 
staffs don't take sides. Neutral­ 
ity is heresy. 
Such is the case inside the 
tense national headquarters of 
the 
United Steelworkers 
of 
America 
-- 
whose 
million 
members will vote on Feb. 9 for 
a national president. The con­ 
test is between the incumbent 
chief executive Dave McDonald 
and the secretary-treasurer I. 
W. Abel. 
In microcosm, this battle re ­ 
sembles a national American 
presidential 
election. 
Cam­ 
paigners tour the land. Enough 
money is being spent to take the 
edge off the anti-poverty cam­ 
paign. Inside the national office 
here, the technical staff and the 
office girls are being pressured 
to 
declare 
themselves, take 
sides, and some are being asked 
to contribute $100 and more to 
the campaigners. 
This 
pressure 
has 
hit re ­ 
searchers, publicity men, staff 
organizers -- as well as the 
many erudite men now prepar­ 
ing to bargain with the steel 
industry, which respects their 
intellect even in the bitterness 
of contract conflicts affecting 
the entire nation and therefore 
the world itself. 
This is the inner sanctum of 
labor into which outsiders are 
not permitted to open any doors. 
Inside is heartbreak and con­ 
cern over careers which will 
end swiftly, depending on which 
side wins. 
In self - defense the union 
headquarters’ staff and the hun­ 
dreds of organizers who usually 
spend their time battling em ­ 
ployers are now organizing a 
union within their union. They 
no longer want to be at the whim 
of embattled and feuding na­ 
tional 
steelworkers’ 
chiefs. 
They want job security. They do 
not want patronage to follow the 
ballot. They want to excise 
the urge to purge. 
They 
want the same rights 
from their union employer for 
which they fight industrial em ­ 
ployers. And very little agitates 
many labor leaders as much as 
the discovery that their own 
employes and staff members 
are organizing a union of their 
own. 
Many such unions within a 
union have been launched in re ­ 
cent years. They have had to 
fight for existence -- and not 
always with success. They have 


had to appeal to the National 
Labor 
Relations 
Board 
for 
certification. They have had to 
go into court. They have had to 
fight even with the most militant 
of all. Oddly enough the strong­ 
est opposition has come ffom 
leaders 
of the former 
CIO 
unions. 
Walter Reuther, who now is 
recovering nicely from surgery 
and will be up and about mak­ 
ing speeches within a month, 
took such unionizing efforts in­ 
side the United Auto Workers 
as a personal insult. His staff, 
including some 650 organizers, 
attempted to unionize back in 
’63. 
Reuther 
strongly urged 
them to drop their union with­ 
in the United Auto Workers 
and instead agree on the crea­ 
tion of an advisory commit­ 
tee on personnel problems. 
This finally turned into a 20- 
man 
staff council 
to whom 
Reuther 
complained 
a 
few 
months ago that they were tak­ 
ing almost as much time with 
their grievances as did his 
preparations for negotiations 
with the auto industry. 
The struggle of staffmen em ­ 
ployed 
by the 
International 
Union of Electrical, Radio and 
Machine 
Workers (IUE), now 
still headed by James Carey, 
was tougher. Carey, who is be­ 
ing contested for the presi­ 
dency of the IUE by the liberal 
Paul Jennings, objected to the 
formation of a professional of­ 
fice employes (staffmen) union 
at his headquarters. He told the 
labor board that the entire proj - 
ect was inappropriate. They o r­ 
ganized. But it has not done 
them any good. 
In the current election within 
the IUE, two international union 
representatives in the Jennings 
New York-New Jersey bailiwick 
were fired by Carey. Another 
was suspended. Others in the 
Jennings 
camp 
were shifted 
from the area where they have 
lived with their families for 
some time to Utah, Florida, 
Tennessee, 
South 
Carolina, 
Iowa, Ohio and Massachusetts. 
In other words, their apparent 
sympathies in this race between 
Jennings and Carey cost them 
their old posts and forced them 
to move and start anew many 
hundreds of miles from their 
homes. 
Oppositionists in the Textile 
W orkers Union found the going 
tougher when 
the lost. One 
woman re searcher who had been 
with the organization for over 
25 years was summarily fired 
by the union president William 
Pollock. She had been with the 
opposition to him. She sued for 
back pay and lost. Pollock, too, 
had fought the creation of a 
union of staff employes inside 
the union. 
There are many other such 
persecutions and purges of the 
unfortunate, many slashings of 
careers. 
There will be a mass revolt 
inside many union headquarters 
unless 
those 
national labor 
leaders 
who 
storm into the 
m arket place as champions of 
the rights of man begin 
to 
.practice what they preach and 
respect those rights within their 
own sanctums.

PROFER WINTER CARE 
OF FARM MACHINERY 
IMPORTANT 
Farm machinery is one of 
the most expensive things the 
farm er has to worry about, 
and yet, it is neglected in many 
cases as far as preparations 
for winter is concerned. Taking 
the proper steps to prepare ma­ 
chinery for winter will do much 
to add to the life of the ma. 
chinery, will reduce the ma­ 
chinery repair bill, and, in 
general, will do much to re­ 
duce machinery costs. 
Even machinery such as trac­ 
tors and feed wagons that is to 
be used during the winter should 
be prepared for cold weather 
operation, hist ructions for cold 
weather use as outlined in the 
operators manual that came 
with each machine should be 
followed carefully. Of course, 
engines will need anti-freeze 
added to the radiator. The oil 
should proliably be changed and 
perhaps 
a lighter oil should 
be used during the winter. The 
air cleaner should be cleaned 
and filled with fresh oil of the 
proper viscosity and the hy­ 
draulic system should be serv­ 
iced in accordance with recom­ 
mendations of the manufactur­ 
er. If one or more tractors 
are to lie used as chore trac­ 
tors, you should use a gasoline 
tractor rather than a diesel as 
short periods of operation, long 
periods of idling, and low tem­ 
peratures are hard on any trac­ 
tor, but are particularly hard on 
a diesel tractor. 
Machinery that is not to be 
used during the winter should 
be stored if at all possible. If 
machinery is stored, it will 
last longer, require less re­ 
pairs, operate better, and have 
a 
greater trade-in 
value. 
If 
you don’t have adequate ma­ 
chinery storage, perhaps this 
is 
one 
investment 
that you 
should consider. Research indi­ 
cates that machinery storage 
is a paying proposition. 
For 
example, 
tests 
conducted at 
Kansas State University indi­ 
cates that 
storage increases 
the average life of machinery 
by 
10 
per 
cent 
and de­ 
creases annual repair bills by 
10 per cent. Also, a survey of 
equipment dealers in the south­ 
eastern states shows that farm 
equipment that is not stored 
reaches junk value 
in about 
one-half the time as compared 
to stored equipment. In addi­ 
tion to such savings, one of the 
most important advantages of 
machinery storage, particular­ 
ly if the storage building in­ 
cludes a shop, is having a place 
to repair and adjust machinery 
during the winter months. Tins 
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be ready for work next spring 
when the tim e com es. 
M achinery that will not be 
used until next spring should 
be prepared for w inter whether 
the m achinery is to be stored 
o r left outside. The exterior 
of 
all 
equipment 
should be 
cleaned, using gasoline or a 
com m ercial solvent if neces­ 
sary. 
In the case of tra c to rs, com­ 
bines, or other engines, the en­ 
tire 
a ir 
cleaner 
assem bly 
should 
be 
cleaned. 
The a ir 
cleaner cup should be cleaned, 
and refilled with the proper 
oil 
as 
recom mended in the 
operator’s 
manual 
for daily 
maintenance. The crank case 
should be drained, the oil fil­ 
te r serviced, and the crank 
case refilled witli fresh oil 
of the proper grade and vis­ 
cosity. A fter this has been done, 
the engine should be run several 
minutes 
to 
lubricate engine 
p arts. The transm ission and hy­ 
draulic system should be serv ­ 
iced m accordance with recom ­ 
mendations found in your oper­ 
ato rs 
manual. If the manual 
recom m ends draining and fill­ 
ing these 
system s with oil, 
do so as oil is much cheaper 
than g ears. Drain and flush 
the cooling system of engines 
that have rad iato rs. Drain the 
fuel tank, fuel lines, and c a r­ 
buretor on gasoline tra c to rs, 
as gasoline tends to form a 
gum if left in the tank for a 
period of three months o r long­ 
e r. Remove each sparkplug, 
pour alxnit two teaspoons of 
oil into each cylinder, and turn 
the engine over several tim es 
to distribute the oil on the en­ 
gine surfaces. It is also a good 
idea to clean and re-gap the 
plugs while you have them out 
of the engine. The exhaust pipe 
and breather pipe should be 
plugged. If the engine is to be 
left 
outside, 
it is suggestec 
that 
you cover them with a 
tarpaulin. Remove the battery 
and store it where it will re­ 
main cool, but will not freeze. 
Equipment other than engines 
should be cleaned and greased 
and 
the 
unprotected 
p arts 
should be covered with a rust 
prohibitor. All belts should be 
loosened on m achinery in sto r­ 
age, and if the equipment is 
to be 
left outside, the belts 
should be rem oved and stored. 
If these steps a re followed 
in 
preparing your farm ma­ 
chinery for w inter, the dollars 
you spend on m achinery will 
go farther and the retu rn s from 
the use of your equipment will 
be considerably greater.

ment. A good tax m anager is 
one who thinks taxes all dur­ 
ing the year. 
There is very little that can 
be done to reduce taxes after 
the close of the year’s busi­ 
ness. 
The long run purpose of tax 
management is to maximumi£e 
“ after-tax” 
income 
and net 
worth. 
In o rd er to do a good job 
of tax m anagem ent, complete 
and accurate 
records 
a r e 
needed. 
If ones reco rd s indicate an 
unusually high net farm income, 
it may be advantageous to delay 
any additional sales until after 
the end of the year and to in­ 
crease deductible expenses be- 
for the end of the year. 
If the record system

a re using isn’t providing you 
with usable tax 
management 
inform ation, contact your Uni­ 
versity Extension Center and 
ask about the record system s 
that a re available.

Packed with it 
was a note from the manufac­ 
turer stating that if the unit 
became broken just send it in 
With $5.00 and they would fix 
it and send it tock to us. liv e 
dollars to repair a $3.50 ma­ 
chine?) 
To get l>ack to the subject 
at hand. The way you acquired 
a Christmas tree in the Boot­ 
heel in days gone by was to 
sharpen your a x e (nearly every­ 
one had an axe in those days) 
and go out 
in some nearby 
woods, cut a tree and drag it 
home. Since spruce, etc., did 
not grow very much in the wild 
state in this area, cedars and 
red berry trees were those 
most often used. 
Outdoor home decorations is 
another modern Innovation that 
came alive with the spread of 
electrification and the develop­ 
ment of weatherproof multi-col­ 
ored light sets for yard trees, 
shrubs, and to outline doors 
and other objects. Some Boot- 
heelers go all out on this idea 
and som e of them win prizes 
in community contests. 
There is a tremendous dif­ 
ference in amount of money 
spent on behalf of Christmas 
these days as compared with, 
say, 30 years ago in the Boot­ 
heel. In those days most fami­ 
lies made it for less than $50

she baked. 
I asked, “ H o w 
much for the old biddy?” She 
.said, “ Oh $3 and something.” 
I said, “ I bet for that kind of 
money we can eat turkey.” So ^ 
the next week she came home ' 
with a sm all turkey. “ H o w 
much for the turk?” I asked. 
“ Oh $3 and something,” she 
said. Now th ere’s a switch from 
the old days — you can eat 
turkey for about the same cost 
a s eating chicken. 
And so it goes. From the 
way it looks in the Bootheel 
there is quite an improvement 
in many ways in the way C hrist­ 
mas is celebrated, but on the 
other 
hand 
there are som e 
things that seem to be getting 
out of hand. More and more peo­

Insects which can manufacture their own anti­ 
freeze or sleep through a hard winter don’t 
worry much about the cold and are ready when 
the temperature rises to go back to work eating 
or despoiling man’s food and goods,___________ 
Cold Weather Doesn’t Phase 
Some Bugs-They Thrive 


Bugs which make their own 
anti-freeze, m ice which grow 
specially thick fur coats, and in­ 
sects which take a protective 
sleep 
when 
the tem perature 
drops - these are among the 
reasons why even the coldest 
w eather isn’t always a real 
help 
in 
m an’s never-ending 
light against insect and rodent 
pests. 
While insect and rodent activ­ 
ity may be slowed down by sub- 
ireezing 
tem peratures, ento­ 
m ologists of the National Pest 
Control 
A ssociation point out 
that cold w eather doesn’t ex­ 
term inate 
troublesom e pests 
for which nature has worked 
out ingenious methods of beat­ 
ing the cold. 


In fact, a w inter of sustained 
cold w eather may be more bene­ 
ficial to m an’s insect foes than 
one of alternating cold and mild 
spells, say Dr. Philip J. Spear, 
Technical D irector of NPCA. 
One of the reasons why insects 
can withstand cold w eather, Dr. 
Spear points out, is that many 
of the m ost troublesom e, in­ 
cluding flies, ants, to e tle s and 
mosquitops 
have 
the unusual 
ability to m anufacture th eir own 
glycerol, 
an 
effective anti­ 
freeze sim ila r to the product 
made by 
man for the sam e 
purpose, 
when 
tem peratures 
drop tolow the freezing point. 
When the m ercury goes down, 
these in sects by some “ ex- 
clusive” p ro cess not yet fully 
understood, 
gradually adjust 
to it. They m anufacture glycerol 
which gives them the hardiness 
to withstand all but the m ost 


extrem e 
cold weather. 
This 
isn’t true of all insects, but it 
has been 
found among many 
troublesom e 
pests 
including 
certain species of ants, beetles, 
aphids, cankerw orm s and flies. 
Making th eir own anti-freeze, 
however, 
is only one of the 
methods in sects have of beat­ 
ing 
the 
w eather, 
Dr. Spear 
notes. 
Most 
insects also go 
through a m etam orphosis which 
includes a dorm ant period o r 
diapause. When the w eather is 
severely cold, the dormant p e r­ 
iod often 
takes care of the 
w eather 
problem and the in­ 
sect population survives in pu­ 
pal or larv al stage through the 
cold w eather. 
L atoratorv studies of insects 
k under extrem ely cold condi­ 
tions have been confirm ed by 
findings of species in 
solid 
ice. Damp wood term ites, for 
example, 
have been found in 
blocks of ice and thawed to full 
activity. 
Animal p e sts, too, can s u r­ 
vive extrem e cold, says Dr. 
.Spear. When mice settle down In 
such places as cold storage 
vaults, they simply grow thick­ 
e r fur. Many species of sq u ir­ 
rels, h am sters and other w arm ­ 
blooded anim als can hibernate 
when the m ercury drops. 
“ Insect and animal p e sts,” 
Dr. Spear says, “ have learned, 
like man, to live within th eir 
environm ent and extrem ely cold 
w eather is rarely an eflective 
means of control.” 
More 
effective 
than cold 
w eather, he added, are the mod­ 
ern 
pesticides 
handled 
by 
trained pest control o p erato rs.

Your 
fam ily’s 
C hristm as 
gifts may include knit d resses, 
shirts, 
jack e ts, 
and 
toby 
clothes, a s well as sw eaters. 
In a short tim e they will be in 
your laundry. Many knits a re 
machine-safe if handled as di­ 
rected by the m anufacturers. 
Save those labels when you 
open your g ifts. Write s o m e 
identification on each of them 
and file in a handy place. Re­ 
fer to the labels for fiber con­ 
tent and laundering instructions 
when these appear in your laun­ 
dry. hi general, when one type 
of fiber is dominant in a blend, 
launder that garm ent as if made 
entirely of that fabric. 
Rem em ber 
that 
light soil 
comes out readily, while deep 
soil, set in the fibers, is diffi­ 
cult to get out without consider­ 
able agitation which is m ore 
wearing on knits. 
To p rep a re knits for laun­ 
dering, em pty pockets, fasten 
buttons, baste along the edge 
of scoop necklines or snug tu r- 
tlenecks and ribbed cuffs and 
bands, untie 
knit bows, and 
turn down cuffs. Turn garm ent 
inside out to prevent buttons 
and bead trim from catching on 
other p ieces, and to curb fuzz­ 
ing and pilling on the surface. 
A dark o r bright garm ent 
should 
be 
individually hand­ 
washed the first few tim es to 
flush away excess dye. A fter 
that it can be put with other 
colored p iece s. 
Before 
machine-drying, let 
knits go through the w asher’s 
spin cycle and then set the 
dryer at LOW. Otherwise, hang 
dripping wet over a line or 
shower rod. Or blot in a towel 
and spread flat over dry towel. 
Stretch 
plackets 
and 
bind­ 
ings to prevent puckers. 
Cotton knits need no special 
handling: during laundering by 
hand or machine. Use hot suds 
and rin ses if the colors a re 
fast. Remove from dryer or 
line while damp. Then smooth 
and adjust hem s, collars,cu ffs, 
and pockets. 
SPECIAL TIPS. Before laun­ 
dering 
knitw ear, apply thick 
soap o r detergent suds to p re­ 
treat heavily soiled a re a s - 
sucli as along necklines and at 
elbows. 
To bring out the pattern of 
a textured knit — lacy» P°P* 
corn, needlepoint, ottoman, o r 
honeycomb — “ tamp” it with 
a sponge o r folded washcloth 
during drying. 
Always fold knits and sto re — 
them flat 
between w earings.

WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
government will place lower 
floors under m arkets for 1965 
feed grain crops in an effort to 
get more farm ers to take part 
in its program seeking to re­ 
duce surpluses of corn, barley 
and sorghum grain. 
To further encourage m ore 
cooperation, it will offer larg er 
payments 
thanv this year to 
grow ers 
who participate by 
holding down plantings. 
The total cost of the program 
to the governm ent is expected 
to be about the sam e as this 
year’s estim ated $1.2billion. 
The A griculture Department 
said the 1965 p rice support loan 
ra te s—the governm ental mec- 
chanism which operates to put 
a floor under m arket p ric e s— 
will be reduced from $1.10 a 
bushel tliis year to $1.05 for 
corn. 
Likewise, the support lain 
rate for barley will be reduced 
from 84 cents this year to 80 
cents 
next 
year 
and 
for 
sorghum grain from $1.77 a 
hundred pounds to $1.6:7. 
But the participating grow ers 
will get supplem entary govern­ 
ment paym ents of 20 cents a 
bushel on their corn com pared 
with 17 cents this year, 16 cents 
on barley instead of 12 cents 
this year and 37 cents a hun­ 
dred pounds on sorghum grain 
in place of 23 cents this year. 
In addition to the price sup­ 
port loan and p r i c e support pay­ 
ments, 
cooperating 
farm ers 
will get diversion payments on 
the land held out of produc­ 
tion. The diversion payment 
rate will lie the sam e as this 
year.

ground level. Rambling ranch 
type houses that spread over a 
wide area will have different 
temperature requirements in 
various sections and may pre­ 
sent some difficulties. Rooms 
over an unheated garage us­ 
ually require extra heat, and 
finished basements need even 
more. In other words, one ther­ 
mostat and one uniform heat 
output can’t possibly meet the

needs of 
an entire 
home. 


By means of zone control, the 
house can l>e divided into sec­ 
tions, with a thermostat to reg­ 
ulate each piping loop, or heat­ 
ing area.

ST. LOUIS (AP)—State Rep. 
J. J. Tabbitt sharply criticized 
the 
Missouri penal 
system 
Thursday night, called for a 
new state prison for men and 
urged the replacement of the 
prison’s warden. 
In a draft of a proposed re­ 
port to the Missouri Legis­ 
lature, Rabbitt called the penal 
system “ medieval.” 
Rabbitt is chairman of an in­ 
terim committee on correc­ 
tional 
institutions and sub­ 
mitted the draft for approval 
of committee members. 
The 33-page document, com­ 
piled in an 18-month investiga­ 
tion, said conversations with 
everyone of any authority in the 
field 
concludes 
“from 
a 
humanitarian as well as eco­ 
nomic perspective, the state 
penitentiary for men should be 
abandoned as a penal institu­ 
tion.” 
The draft quoted a report by 
a survey team from Southern 
Illinois University t h a t des­ 
cribed the prison as “a be­ 
wildering array of physical 
problems, complicating all cus­ 
todial arrangements and com­ 
pounding the cost of prisoner 
maintenance.*’ 
Rabbitt said 
some of the 
buildings are old and crumb­ 
ling and others are ill-adapted 
units. He offered special criti­ 
cism of the prison hospital. 
He said the prison in Jeffer­ 
son City should be restricted 
in its use until it can be closed 
when a new maximum security 
prison is built. 
Rabbitt cited 212 acts of vio­ 
lence in the prison from July, 
1962, through Nov., 1963, and 
blamed them partly on a “ lack 
of control by the custodial of­ 
ficers.*’ 
In recommending the release 
of Warden E. V.Nash, the legis­ 
lator called the situation “con­ 
fused and disorganized beyond 
comprehension.” 
The report said Nash should 
be replaced with “an individual 
with modern correctional train­ 
ing and-or background.” It also 
urged the salary of the warden 
be increased from the present 
$8,000 a year to $15,000. 
In Jefferson 
City Warden 
Nash said Rabbitt’s statements 
are characteristic of a politi­ 
cian who has lost an election. 
Rabbitt lost a bid for the state 
senate in the November elec­ 
tion. 
“ It takes more than a few 
short months to become a penal 
expert,*’ Nash said. 


Rabbitt’s 
report partially 
blamed James Carter, recently 
fired as director of the Depart­ 
ment of Corrections by Gov.- 
elect Warren Hearnejs, for the 
alleged situation, but said he is 
not personally responsible. 
The draft called the $10,000- 
000 medium-security prison at 
Moberly an ill-conceived and 
ill-planned “ show place** with 
expensive class • room equip­ 
ment although classes will not 
be available for several years. 
Yet, the report said, there is 
insufficient paint to finish paint­ 
ing the cell houses occupied by 
the inmates. 
In other criticism, the report 
said a prison guard told the 
committee he purchased pro­ 
tection from a group of inmates 
by giving “favors.” 
It also said: Inmates can open 
cells and transfer occupants; 


and law violations inside pris­ 
ons practically never result in 
prosecution because they are 
handled so haphazardly. 
Rabbitt*s 
recommendations 
included a pay increase for ad­ 
ministrative officers, the pa­ 
role board, and correction and 
parole officers and their em­ 
ployes, and more funds for the 
correctional 
institutions com­ 
mittee. 


He also suggested creation' 
a research center on crime 
its treatment, increasing 
size of the parole board, lit 
tations on using inmates in med­ 
ical experiments, and transfer­ 
ring the health services of the 
Department of Corrections to 
the jurisdiction of the State 
Health Department.

The new treaty would retain 
UJ>. rights needed to run and 
protect the present canal, but it 
would recognize Panama's sov­ 
ereignty.

Friday's announcement cli« 
maxed lengthy talks between 
the United States and Panama 
begun after the bloody anti- 
American riots there last Janu­ 
ary.

The shadow of the greatest diplomatic defeat 
fn American history — the loss of the China 
mainland to communism — still falls over the

TThe menace which Red China poses to freedom 
was proven in Korea and again legions of Red 
hinese invaded India. 
^'O ne hundred and fifty years ago, Napoleon 
JSonaparte said: “ Let China sleep. When she 
rakes, the world will be sorry.” One hundred 
jars later, Lenin said: “ The road to Paris 
ies through Peking.*’ 
I'hese are some of the reasons and warnings 
rhich illustrate the absolute necessity for the 
•ee world to retain influence over the destiny 
China. They dramatize why the United States 
ihould promote the survival of the government 
free China under Chiang Kai-shek, now located 
the island of Formosa. 
The reason is obvious, historians point out, 
jcause the rise of the Red Chinese was aided 
by the United States through an incredible com- 
gbination of blind rejection of reality and actual 
rs.ubversion. 
V Our China policy just after World War Two 
weakened the free Chinese and strengthened the 
Red Chinese until a communist victory was 
inevitable. A new, excellent source which tells 
the whole fantastic story in more than 400 
fully documented pages is entitled How The 
Far East Was Lost, by Dr. Anthony Kubek of 
the University of Dallas. 
Out of the wreckage of our postwar China 
policy, only Formosa and the free government 
o ^ lia n g Kai-shek were saved. 
The fact that we still support the government 
I f 
RePublic of China on Formosa and have 
Trot recognized the Red China regime, is a 
testament to the strength of public opinion 
America. It is common knowledge ,to anyone 
familiar with the U.S. State Department that it 
in favor of recognizing Red China. So far, 
••very attempt to smooth the path for recog­ 
nition has been abruptly halted by public feelings. 
The Republic of China should not be thought 
of as a “ government in exile.” Formosa, a 
large, fertile and prosperous island is histor­ 
ically an integral part of the territory of China 
and has a population of 11.2 million. The gov­ 
ernment maintains a powerful army and navy 
there. 
With their offshore position, their rightful 
claim to be China’s true government and their 
determination to regain their homeland, the 
leaders of free China keep up a steady pressure 
on the Red Chinese. Free China stands ready 
to take advantage of any mistake the communist 
conquerors make. The starving, suffering people 
of China, seeing every shred of liberty and hope 
torn from them, remember the government of 
the Nationalists with longing and affection. 
Some Americans say that the corruption so 
often charged against the free Chinese govern­ 
ment blackened that government forever in the 
minds of the Chinese people. It is a strange 
morality which would prefer a lot of communist 
slavery to a little nationalist bribery. 
It must also be remembered that the com­ 
munist leaders have refused to allow families 
to live together and that they openly boast 
they would sacrifice 200 million of their own 
people in a nuclear war. 
The desparity of feelings the Chinese hold for 
Chiang 
Kai-shek and the 
Red tyrants was 
dramatically shown at the end of the Korean 
War. More than 60,000 prisoners 
from com­ 
munist Chinese arm ies (more than half of the 
total number of prisoners taken) chose not 
to return to their homes, but to go to Formosa 
to serve under Chiang Kai-shek. They made 
this choice freely, despite the most vicious and 
desperate efforts by the communists to prevent 
it. There is no reason to suppose that subse­ 
quent years of savage oppression have reduced 
the number of Chinese who would choose Chiang 
Kai-shek. Far more likely, those years have 
increased pro-Nationalist feeling. 
As long as the Republic of China remains on the 
island of Formosa and has the potential to in­ 
vade the mainland, the Red Chinese will suffer 
in the eyes of its enslaved and the free world. 
Though the anti-Chiang group in the State De­ 
cent has been unable to reach its goal of 
»rican recognition of Red China, it has been 
(e to take away an important part of the ad- 
we gain from free Chinese possession 
[Formosa. Restraints of every kind have been 
on Chiang* s capacity to invade and retake 
homeland. 
For several vears the U. S. Seventh Fleet was 


under orders to prevent Chiang from attempting 
such an invasion. It may be under such orders 
now; the facts are not fully known. It is known 
that our government has refused to give or 
sell landing craft to the Republic of China and 
has discouraged other nations from doing so. 
Last year, the free Chinese began building their 
own on Formosa. 
Obviously, if Chiang Kai-shek and his forces 
have no capability to land on the Chinese main­ 
land, their recognition by us as the rightful 
government of all China means little. Only 
the communists stand to gain in such a situa­ 
tion. Yet this is just what many of our policy 
planners ostensibly favor. They apparently op­ 
pose free Chinese attack on the China main­ 
land under any circumstances. Their argument 
is the usual one to justify American inaction: 
that any irfvasion of the mainland would lead 
to nuclear war. 
The Red Chinese obviously had no 
such 
fears when they threw 200,000 of their best 
troops against ours in Korea during the ter­ 
rible 
December of 1950. Nuclear war did not 
result. 
Red China has no nuclear weapons, though 
one may be exploded soon. It will be many 
years before Peking has the means of de­ 
livering such 
weapons 
to their targets. 
A nuclear war would result from an invasion 
of the Chinese mainland only if Moscow de­ 
cided to launch an atomic attack on the United 
States in retaliation. Such action would mean 
the destruction of Russia as the price of saving 
China; in the present state of relations between 
Moscow and Peking, such a step is not likely. 
The Republic of China represents the last 
hope of the enslaved people on the mainland 
of China and one of the best hopes for Ameri­ 
ca and the free world in containing the growth 
of Peking’s power. However, the government of 
free China will be a hope for no one outside 
Formosa unless it has the ability to invade 
the Chinese mainland whenever conditions are 
ripe. 
We need not fear a hasty or thoughtless de­ 
cision. Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek ha^ 
literally spent a lifetime in fighting the com­ 
munists; at the time of the long march in the 
1930’s he was close to defeating them. He will 
invade only when he sees a good chance to win. 
By standing in his way, the United States pro­ 
tects its enemies -- the Chinese Communist 
leaders whose declared policy is open war­ 
fare against the West. It is incredible that we 
should protect them against the rightful govern­ 
ment of their own people. 
Constructives must be ready to rally public 
opinion which has always stood behind free 
China. Chiang Kai-shek’s stake in the future 
of China is our stake. We must stand behind 
him as long as he lives and behind his suc­ 
cessors as long as the communist rulers in 
Peking threaten the peace of the world.

Their last successful p resi­ 
dential candidate was a popular 
general and war hero, but even 
in this last period of political 
supremacy, the seeds of their 
ultimate eclipse were sprout­ 
ing. 


The question of the future of 
the Negro race and the possi­ 
bility of war were major causes 
of their downfall. The party’s 
defense 
of states’ rights and 
willingness to temporize on the 
Negro issue gained them much 
support in the South but re ­ 
sulted in the defection of many 
followers elsew here. 


While in previous 
years the 
party had nominated moderate 
candidates with wide national 
appeal, its last convention con­ 
stituted a surrender to p res­ 
sure from the right. The vic­ 
torious philosophy was char­ 
acterized by distrust of m inor­ 
ity groups and fear of subver­ 
sion by “ un-Am erican” ide­ 
ologies. 


The subsequent election was a 
disaster for the party. 
The party was, of course, the 
Whigs, who appeared on the U.S. 
political scene between 1834 and 
1856. (The Democratic 
p re s­ 
ident was Andrew Jackson and 
the 
general 
was 
Zachary 
Taylor.) 


The Whigs were replaced as 
the second major party by the 
Republicans, a vigorous new 
party 
which, 
except 
in the 
South, represented the gather­ 
ing m ainstream of American 
thinking at the tim e.

WASHINGTON — The closed 
door testimony of Don Reynolds 
in the Bobby Baker case has 
not been made public, but it 
has had FBI agents scurrying

check

his 
sensational 
charges. 
Reynolds let loose some eye- 
poppers when the press and 
public were barred, but so far 
investigation of his chargeshas 
led only to dead ends. 
Here are the most tantaliz. 
ing accusations Reynolds made 
in the secret session: 
Eye-Popper No. 1 — He testi­ 
fied that L. J. Evans, senior 
vice president of Gruman A ir­ 
craft, delivered $100,000 in a 
brown bag to Bobby Baker as 
the “ pay-off” for the TFX fight­ 
er - plane 
contract. Gruman 
joined with General Dynamics 
to present the winning bid. 
After 
t h e 
money 
was 
delivered, Reynolds testified, 
Baker told Evans, “ The big 
boy wants to see you,” and 
took him 
in to see Lyndon 
Johnson, then vice president. 
A thorough investigation by 
the FBI hasn’t produced a shred 
of evidence to back up Reynolds* 
story. 
Eye-popper No. 2 — Reynolds 
charged 
that American Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph had a r­ 
ranged for its executives to con­ 
tribute 
to 
Lyndon Johnson’s 
campaign and collect a rebate 
from the company disguised as 
“ expenses.” 
The FBI found the company 
has encouraged its executives 
to contribute to the candidate 
of their choice but had made 
absolutely no offer to reim ­ 
burse 
them 
from 
company 
funds. 
Eye-popper No. 3 — Reynolds 
claimed that the famous hi-fi 
set which he gave Bobby Baker 
for LBJ was delivered to John­ 
son’s residence in a General 
Services Administration truck. 
'Hiis, too, has been disputed 
by everyone concerned. 
-SEX AND VIP*S-- 
Reynolds* 
favorite 
tales, 
however, have to do with the 


sex 
foibles 
of 
Washington 
VIP’s. He accused various sen­ 
ators and White House aides 
of consorting with call girls. 
He testified, for example, 
that he once walked in on a big- 
name official and found -him 
making 
love to a secretary. 
Both angrily denied to the FBI 
that 
the 
incident 
ever took 
place. 


Reynolds also claimed that a 
White House aide, so close to 
the Kennedys that he once posed 
with an arm around Senator- 
elect Robert Kennedy, was a 
boy friend of the deported Ger­ 
man call girl, Ellen Rometsch. 
T7ie FBI dug up the picture 
of the aide in a friendly pose 
with Kennedy but could find no 
evidence that he ever knew 
Miss Rometsch. 
Some Justice Department of­ 
ficials have recommended that 
Reynolds be called before a 
Grand 
Jury 
to 
repeat 
his 
charges. This would give the 
Grand Jury an opportunity to 
pin him down on details and 
compare them with the FBI’s 
findings, then indict whoever 
is lying. 


NOTE — The talkative Reyn­ 
olds got his Capitol Hill start 
as an informant for the late 
Sen. Joe McCarthy, has made 
a career of bringing accusa­ 
tions against people high and 
low. He made com plaints to 
the FBI against so many peo­ 
ple, charging they were Com­ 
munists and sex deviates, that 
the FBI finally investigated him 
in 1952. This led a security 
review board to conclude that

His confidential file, which

Inside Labor

Union Chiefs Battle Unions of 
T heir Own Staffs Inside Union 
H eadquarters: Purge the Op­ 
position. 
PITSBURGH:—There are na­ 
tional labor leaders who would 
amend the Ten Commandments 
with an eleventh restraint: Thou 
shalt not covet thy union p re si­ 
dent’s post. These labor leaders 
not only deem such ambition as 
sacrilege but extend the sin to 
supporters of any opposition 
to them selves. Nor is the op­ 
position more charitbale if it 
wins. It goes for broke. The 
urge to purge is relentless. 
Union headquarters staffs -- 
men and women whose decades 
-old ca reers are wrapped up 
in their technical and organiz­ 
ing jobs -- are caught in the 
middle of internal political b at­ 
tles. This is so even if the union 
staffs don’t take sides. N eutral­ 
ity is heresy. 
Such is the case inside the 
tense national headquarters of 
the 
United 
Steelworkers 
of 
Am erica 
-- 
whose 
million 
m em bers will vote on Feb. 9 for 
a national president. The con­ 
test is between the incumbent 
chief executive Dave McDonald 
and the -e c re ta ry -tre a su re r I. 
W. Abel. 
In m icrocosm , this battle r e ­ 
sem bles a national American 
presidential 
election. 
Cam ­ 
paigners tour the land. Enough 
money is l>eing spent to take the 
edge off the anti-poverty cam ­ 
paign. Inside the national office 
here, the technical staff and the 
office girls are being pressured 
to 
declare 
them selves, take 
sides, and some are being asked 
to contribute $100 and more to 
the cam paigners. 
This 
pressure 
has 
hit re ­ 
searchers, publicity men, staff 
organizers - - a s well as the 
many erudite men now p rep ar­ 
ing to bargain with the steel 
industry, which respects their 
intellect even in the bitterness 
of contract conflicts affecting 
the entire nation and therefore 
the world itself. 
This is the inner sanctum of 
labor into which outsiders are 
not perm itted to open any doors. 
Inside is heartbreak and con­ 
cern over ca reers which will 
end swiftly, depending on which 
side wins. 
In self - defense the union 
headquarters’ staff and the hun­ 
dreds of organizers who usually 
spend their time battling em ­ 
ployers are now organizing a 
union within their union. They 
no longer want to be at the whim 
of em battled and feuding na­ 
tional 
steelw orkers’ 
chiefs. 
They want job security. They do 
not want patronage to follow the 
ballot. They want to excise 
the urge to purge. 
They 
want the same rights 
from their union employer for 
which they fight industrial em ­ 
ployers. And very little agitates 
many labor leaders as much as 
the discovery that their own 
employes and staff members 
are organizing a union of their 
own. 
Many such unions within a 
union have been launched in re­ 
cent years. They have had to 
fight for existence -- and not 
always with success. They have 


had to appeal to the National 
Labor 
Relations 
Board 
for 
certification. They have had to 
go into court. They have had to 
fight even with the most militant 
of all. Oddly enough the strong­ 
est opposition has come fjrom 
leaders 
of 
the form er 
CIO 
unions. 
W alter Reuther, who now is 
recovering nicely from surgery 
and will be up and about mak­ 
ing speeches within a month, 
took such unionizing efforts in­ 
side the United Auto W orkers 
as a personal insult. His staff, 
including some 650 organizers, 
attem pted to unionize back in 
’63. 
Reuther 
strongly urged 
them to drop their union with­ 
in the United Auto W orkers 
and instead agree on the cre a­ 
tion of an advisory com m it­ 
tee on personnel problem s. 
This finally turned into a 20- 
man 
staff 
council 
to whom 
Reuther 
complained 
a 
few 
months ago that they were tak­ 
ing alm ost as much time with 
their grievances as did his 
preparations for negotiations 
with the auto industry. 
The struggle of staffmen em ­ 
ployed 
by 
the 
International 
Union of Electrical, Radio and 
Machine 
W orkers (IUE), now 
still headed by Jam es Carey, 
was tougher. Carey, who is b e­ 
ing contested for the p re si­ 
dency of the RTF. by the liberal 
Paul Jennings, objected to the 
form ation of a professional of­ 
fice employes (staffmen) union 
at his headquarters. He told the 
labor board that the entire p ro j­ 
ect was inappropriate. They o r ­ 
ganized. But it has not done 
them any good. 
In the current election within 
the IUE, two international union 
representatives in the Jennings 
New York-New Jersey bailiwick 
w ere fired by Carey. Another 
was suspended. Others in the 
Jennings 
camp 
were shifted 
from the area where they have 
lived with their fam ilies for 
some time to Utah, Florida, 
Tennessee, 
South 
Carolina, 
Iowa, Ohio and M assachusetts. 
In other words, their apparent 
sym pathies in this race between 
Jennings and Carey cost them 
their old posts and forced them 
to move and start anew many 
hundreds of miles from their 
homes. 
Oppositionists in the Textile 
W orkers Union found the going 
tougher when 
the lost. One 
woman researcher who had been 
with the organization for over 
25 years was sum m arily fired 
by the union president William 
Pollock. She had been with the 
opposition to him. She sued for 
back pay and lost. Pollock, too, 
had fought the creation of a 
union of staff employes inside 
the union. 
There are many other such 
persecutions and purges of the 
unfortunate, many slashings of 
careers. 
There will be a mass revolt 
inside many union headquarters 
unless 
those 
national labor 
leaders 
who 
storm into the 
market place as champions of 
the rights of man begin 
to 
.practice what they preach and 
respect those rights within their 
own sanctums.

lip America. It is common knowledge to anyone 
^ m iliar with the U.S. State Department that it 
in favor of recognizing Red China. So far, 
••very attempt to smooth the path for recog­ 
nition has been abruptly halted by public feelings. 
The Republic of China should not be thought 
of as a “ government in exile.” Formosa, a 
large, fertile and prosperous island is histor­ 
ically an integral part of the territory of China 
and has a population of 11.2 million. The gov­ 
ernment maintains a powerful army and navy 
there. 
With their offshore position, their rightful 
claim to be China’s true government and their 
determination to regain their homeland, the 
leaders of free China keep up a steady pressure 
on the Red Chinese. Free China stands ready 
to take advantage of any mistake the communist 
conquerors make. The starving, suffering people 
of China, seeing every shred of liberty and hope 
torn from them, remember the government of 
the Nationalists with longing and affection. 
Some Americans say that the corruption so 
often charged against the free Chinese govern­ 
ment blackened that government forever in the 
minds of the Chinese people. It is a strange 
morality which would prefer a lot of communist 
slavery to a little nationalist bribery. 
It must also be remembered that the com­ 
munist leaders have refused to allow families 
to live together and that they openly boast 
they would sacrifice 200 million of their own 
people in a nuclear war. 
The desparity of feelings the Chinese hold for 
Chiang 
Kai-shek and 
the 
Red tyrants was 
dramatically show'n at the end of the Korean 
W'ar. More than 60,000 prisoners 
from com­ 
munist Chinese arm ies (more than half of the 
total number of prisoners taken) chose not 
to return to their homes, but to go to Formosa 
to serve under Chiang Kai-shek. They made 
this choice freely, despite the most vicious and 
desperate efforts by the communists to prevent 
it. There is no reason to suppose that subse­ 
quent years of savage oppression have reduced 
the number of Chinese who would choose Chiang 
Kai-shek. Far more likely, those years have 
increased pro-Nationalist feeling. 
As long as the Republic of China remains on the 
island of Formosa and has the potential to in­ 
vade the mainland, the Red Chinese will suffer 
in the eyes of its enslaved and the free world. 
Though the anti-Chiang group in the State De- 
•tment has been unable to reach its goal of 
lerican recognition of Red China, it has been 
Ie to take away an important part of the ad- 
itage we gain from free Chinese possession 
[Formosa. Restraints of every kind have been 
iced on Chiang’s capacity to invade and retake 
homeland. 
For several years the U. S. Seventh F leet was

under orders to prevent Chiang from attempting 
such an invasion. It may be under such orders 
now; the facts are not fully known. It is known 
that our government has refused to give or 
sell landing craft to the Republic of China and 
has discouraged other nations from doing so. 
Last year, the free Chinese began building their 
own on Formosa. 
Obviously, if Chiang Kai-shek and his forces 
have no capability to land on the Chinese main­ 
land, their recognition by us as the rightful 
government of all China means little. Only 
the communists stand to gain in such a situa­ 
tion. Yet this is just what many of our policy 
planners ostensibly favor. They apparently op­ 
pose free Chinese attack on the China main­ 
land under any circumstances. Their argument 
is the usual one to justify American inaction: 
that any invasion of the mainland would lead 
to nuclear war. 
The Red Chinese obviously had no 
such 
fears when they threw 200,000 of their best 
troops against ours in Korea during the te r­ 
rible 
December of 1950. Nuclear war did not 
result. 
Red China has no nuclear weapons, though 
one may be exploded soon. It will be many 
years before Peking has the means of de­ 
livering such 
weapons 
to their targets. 
A nuclear war would result from an invasion 
of the Chinese mainland only if Moscow de­ 
cided to launch an atomic attack on the United 
States in retaliation. Such action would mean 
the destruction of Russia as the price of saving 
China; in the present state of relations between 
Moscow and Peking, such a step is not likely. 
The Republic of China represents the last 
hope of the enslaved people on the mainland 
of China and one of the best hopes for Ameri­ 
ca and the free world in containing the growth 
of Peking’s power. However, the government of 
free China will be a hope for no one outside 
Formosa unless it has the ability to invade 
the Chinese mainland whenever conditions are 
ripe. 
We need not fear a hasty or thoughtless de­ 
cision. Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek ha^ 
literally spent a lifetime in fighting the com­ 
munists; at the time of the long march in the 
1930’s he was close to defeating them. He will 
invade only when he sees a good chance to win. 
By standing in his way, the United States pro­ 
tects its enemies -- the Chinese Communist 
leaders whose declared policy is open war­ 
fare against the West. It is incredible that we 
should protect them against the rightful govern­ 
ment of their own people. 
Constructives must be ready to rally public 
opinion which has always stood behind free 
China. Chiang Kai-shek’s stake in the future 
of China is our stake. We must stand behind 
him as long as he lives and behind his suc­ 
cessors as long as the communist rulers in 
Peking threaten the peace of the world.

OF FARM MACHINERY 
IMPORTANT 
F a rm m achinery is one of 
the most expensive things the 
f a rm e r 
has 
to w orry about, 
and yet, it is neglected in many 
c a s e s a s fa r a s p rep aratio n s 
for winter is concerned. Taking 
the pro p er step s to p re p are ma­ 
chinery for w inter will do much 
to add to the life of the m a­ 
chinery, will reduce the ma­ 
chinery 
re p a ir 
bill, and, 
in 
general, will do much to re ­ 
duce m achinery co sts. 
Even m achinery such a s tr a c ­ 
to rs and feed wagons that is to 
be used during the w inter should 
be p rep ared for cold w eather 
operation. Instructions for cold 
w eather use a s outlined in the 
o p e ra to rs 
manual 
that 
cam e 
with each machine should be 
followed carefu lly . Of c o u rse, 
engines will need anti-freeze 
added to the ra d iato r. H ie oil 
should probably be changed and 
p erh ap s 
a lighter oil should 
be used during the w inter. The 
a i r clean er should be cleaned 
and filled with fresh oil of the 
p ro p e r 
viscosity and the hy­ 
draulic system should be se rv ­ 
iced in acco rd an ce with recom ­ 
mendations of the m anufactur­ 
e r. 
If one o r m ore tra c to rs 
a r e to lie used a s chore tr a c ­ 
to rs , you should use a gasoline 
tra c to r ra th e r than a diesel a s 
short perio d s of operation, long 
perio d s of idling, and low tem ­ 
p e ra tu re s a r e hard on any tr a c ­ 
tor, but a r e p a rticu la rly hard on 
a diesel tr a c to r . 
Machinery 
that is not to be 
used during the w inter should 
be stored if at all possible. If

If 
you 
don’t have adequate ma- 
chinery sto ra g e, perh ap s this 
is 
one 
investm ent

should co n sid er. R esearch indi­ 
cates that m achinery storage 
is a paving proposition. 
F o r 
exam ple, 
te s ts 
conducted at 
K ansas State U niversity indi­ 
cates that 
sto rag e in cre as es 
the a v era g e life of m achinery 
by 
10 
per 
cent 
and de­ 
c r e a s e s annual re p a ir bills by 
10 per cent. Also, a survey of 
equipment d e a le rs in the south­ 
e aste rn states shows that farm 
equipment 
that is not stored 
reach es 
junk 
value 
m about 
one-half the tim e a s com pared 
to stored equipment. In addi­ 
tion to such savings, one of the 
most im portant advantages of 
machinery sto rag e, p a rtic u la r­ 
ly 
if the sto rag e building in­ 
cludes a shop, is having a place 
to re p air and adjust m achinery 
during the w inter months. Tins 
will add to the life of the m a­ 
chinery, 
cut 
down on rep air 
bills, and your m achinery will 
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be ready for work next spring 
when the tim e com es. 
M achinery that will not be 
used until next spring should 
be p rep ared for w inter whether 
the m achinery is to be stored 
o r left outside. The ex terior 
of 
all 
equipment 
should be 
cleaned, using gasoline o r a 
co m m e rc ial solvent if neces­ 
sa ry .

If the manual 
recom m ends draining and fill­

do so a s oil is much cheaper 
than g e ars. 
Drain and flush 
the cooling sy stem of engines 
that have ra d ia to rs . Drain the 
fuel tank, fuel lines, and c a r ­ 
bu reto r on gasoline tr a c to r s , 
a s gasoline tends to form a 
gum if left in the tank for a 
period of th ree months or long­ 
e r . 
Remove 
each 
sparkplug, 
pour a Unit 
two teaspoons of 
oil into each cylinder, and turn 
the engine ov er sev eral tim es 
to d istribute the oil on the en­ 
gine s u rfa ce s. It is also a good 
idea to clean and re-gap the 
plugs while you have them out 
of the engine.

Tax m anagem ent is just an­ 
oth er 
part 
of fa rm manage­ 
ment. A good tax m anager is 
one who thinks taxes all dur­ 
ing the year. 
T h ere is very little that can 
be done to reduce taxes after 
the close of the y ear’s busi­ 
n e ss. 
The long run purpose of tax 
managem ent is to m axim um i^e 
“ a fter-tax ” 
income 
and 
net 
worth. 
In o rd e r to do a good job 
of tax m anagem ent, complete 
and acc u rate 
re c o rd s 
a r e 
needed. 
If ones re c o rd s indicate an 
unusually high net farm income, 
it may be advantageous to delay 
any additional s a le s until after 
the end of the y ear and to in­ 
c r e a s e deductible expenses be- 
for the end of the year.

PROPER WINTER CARE 
OF FARM MACHINERY 
IM PORTA NT 
Farm machinery is one of 
tile most expensive things the 
farm er has to worry about, 
and yet, it is neglected in many 
e as es as far a s preparations 
foi winter is concerned. Taking 
the propel steps topreparem a* 
cloner} for winter will do much 
to add to tin- life of tin* ma­ 
chinery, will reduce the ma* 
chiller} 
repair bill, and, in 
general, will do much to re* 
duce machinery costs. 
Even machinery such as trac­ 
tors and feed wagons that is to 
be used during the winter should 
be prepared for cold weathet 
operation. Instructions for cold 
weather use as outlined in the 
operators 
manual that came 
with each machine should be 
follow cd carefully. Of course, 
engines will need antifreeze 
added to the radiator. The oil 
should probably be changed and 
perhaps 
a lighter oil should 
be used during the winter. The 
a ir cleaner should be cleaned 
and filled with fresh oil of the 
proper viscosity and the by* 
druidic system should lie serv* 
iced in accordance with recoin- 
met a la Hoi s of the manufacture 
er. 
lf one or m ore tractors 
a re to be used as chore ti ac­ 
tors, you should use a gasoline 
tractor rather than a diesel as 
short periods of operation, long 
perio is of idling, aud low tem* 
peratures a re hard on any trac­ 
tor, but a re | ia rt leu la i !\ hard on 
a diesel tracto r. 
Machinery that is not to be 
used during the winter should 
be stored if at ail possible. If 
machinery is stored, it will 
last longer, require less re­ 
pairs, operate better, aud have 
a 
greater 
tr a d e in 
value. 
If 
you don’t have adequate 
ma* 
chinery storage, perhaps tim 
is 
one 
investment 
that you 
should consider. Research indi­ 
cates that machinery storage 
is a paying proposition,

example,

storage increases 
the average life of machinery 
ny 
IO 
per 
cent 
ami de­ 
creases annual repair bills by 
IO per cent. Also, a survey of 
equipment dealers in the south­ 
eastern states shows that farm 
equipment that is not stored 
reaches junk 
value iii about 
one-half the time as compared 
to stored equipment, hi addi­ 
tion to such s a v i n g s , one of the 
most important advantages of 
machinery storage, particular­ 
ly if the store ( e building in­ 
c l u d e s a shop, is having aplace 
to repair and adjust machinery 
during the wint a months.

these system s with oil, 
do so as oil is much cheaper 
than gears. 
Drain and flush 
the cooling system of engines 
that have radiators. Drain tho 
fuel tank, fuel lines, and car­ 
buretor on gasoline tractors, 
as gasoline tends to form J 
gum if left in the tank for a 
pei iud of three months or long­ 
er. Remove each 
sparkplug, 
pour about two teaspoons of 
oil into each cylinder, and turn 
the engine m e r several times 
to distribute the oil Ct the en­ 
gine surfaces. It is also a good 
idea to clean aud re-gup the 
plugs while you have them out 
of the engine. Tin* exhaust pipe 
and breather pipe should bf 
plugged. If the engine is to be 
left 
outside, 
it 
is suggester 
that you cover 
them with a 
tarpaulin. Remove the battery 
and store it where it will re­ 
main cool, but will not freeze. 
Equipment other than engines 
should be cleaned and greased 
and 
the 
unprotected 
parts 
should be covered w ith a rust 
prohibitor. All belts should bt 
loosened on machinery in stor­ 
age, and if the equipment is 
to be 
left outside, the belts 
should bt* removed and stored. 
If these steps are followed 
in 
preparing your farm ma­ 
chinery for winter, th* dollars 
you spend on machinery will 
go farth er and the returns from 
the use of your equipment will 
be considerably greater.

CHRISTMAS, 1964 EDITION, 
is almost here and how it is 
celebrated in the Bootheel as 
compared with how it was cele- 
brated years ago may be of in­ 
terest to a few of you. This is 
sort of “ now when I was a boy 
. . .** essay. 
First, there is growing in­ 
terest these days in Christ­ 
mas 
decorations 
for towns. 
Many in the Bootheel seem to 
try to outdo tfich other or. 
such 
community promotions. 
When they start stringing the 
decorations over the streets, 
you know the yuletide season 
has arrived, liie towns have 
various ways of financing this 
rather costly display, most of 
them going through chambers of 
com m erce. Hayti does it an­ 
other way — the leading com­ 
munity service clubs are railed 
on for direct donations of from 
$150 to $250 a year to get 
the job done. Contributing $150 
each this year were the Lions 
and Rotary clubs, Beta Sigma 
Phi sorority and Junior Cham­ 
ber of Commerce. Floyd Woold­ 
ridge, 
decorations chairm an, 
said this total amount of $600 
was hardly enough to cover re. 
placements and additions. 
I remember when not one thin 
dime was spent on city decora­ 
tions in the Bootheel. It was 
up to the business establish­ 
ments, churches and private 
citizens to make a town lool. 
like Christmas was at hand. 
Most Christmas trees now 
used in the Bootheel are store- 
bought. 
These 
are 
natural 
spruce 
or 
other 
type 
of 
evergreens cut from 
t r e e 
forms elsewhere and shipped 
in, synthetic evergreen jainted 
green, white or some other col­ 
or; or metal. Since it is dan­ 
gerous to try to string lights 
in a metal tree, you just don't 
do it. You solve this lighting 
problem by using a 
special 
gadget that turns a disc with 
several different colors in sec­ 
tions with a light bulb behind 
it, directing this on the tree. 
(The other day the Mrs. bought 
such a color wheel for our metal 
tree for $3.50. Packed with it 
was a note from the manufac­ 
turer stating that if the unit 
became broken just send it in 
With $5.00 and they would fix 
it and send it luck to us. Kive 
dollars to repair a $3.50 ma­ 
chine?) 
To get lack to the subject 
at hand. The way you acquired 
a Christmas tree in the Boot­ 
heel in days gone by was to 
sharpen your axe (nearly every­ 
one had an axe in those days) 
and go out 
in some nearby 
woods, cut a tree and drag it 
home. Since spruce, etc., did 
not grow very much in the wild 
state in this area, cedars and 
red berry trees were those 
most often used. 
Outdoor home decorations is 
another modern innovation that 
came alive with the spread of 
electrification and the develop 
ment of weatherproof multi-col­ 
ored light sets for yard trees, 
shrubs, and to outline doors 
and other objects. Some Boot- 
heelers go all out on this idea 
and som e of them win prizes 
in community contests. 
There is a tremendous dif­ 
ference in amount of money 
spent on behalf of Christmas 
these days as compared with, 
say, 30 years ago in tiie Boot­ 
heel. In those days most fami­ 
lies made it for less than $50 
—but in 1964 the sky is the 
lim it, 
and 
in 
recent years 
Christmas clubs sponsored by 
banks have been introduced so 
that people who think ahead 
could lay aside savings period­ 
ically during the entire year in 
order to weather the financial 
blizzard at the yuletide. 
There was a time when a 
turkey for the Christmas din­ 
ner was a status sym bol-only 
. - the more wealthy fam ilies in 
town could afford them. Now, 
It seem s, turkey is one of the 
most 
economical 
meats you 
can eat, and most fam ilies can 
afford one for Christmas as 
well as on occasions in be­ 
tween. A couple of weeks ago 


the M rs. cam e home from the 
superm arket with a hen which 
she laked. 
I asked, “ H o w 
much for the old biddy ?” She 
-.aiu, "Oil S3 and something.*’ 
I said, “ I t« t for that kind of 
money we can eat turkey.” So 
the next week she cam e home ‘ 
with a sm all turkey. “ H o w 
much for the turk?” I asked. 
“ Oil $3 and som ething,1” she 
.said. Now th e re 's a switch from 
the old days — you can eat 
turkey for al>out the sam e cost 
a s eating chicken. 
And so it goes. From the 
way it looks in the Bootheel 
there is quite an improvement 
m many ways in the way C hrist­ 
mas is celebrated, but on the 
other 
hand 
there a re some 
things that seem to be getting 
out of hand. More and m ore pen. 
pie each year a re coming to the 
conclusion that the C hristm as 
season is becoming too com pli­ 
cated, too com petitive and too 
com m ercialized to the point 
where it seem s that the true 
spiritual meaning is being lost.

Bugs which make th eir own 
anti-freeze, m ice which grow 
specially thick fur coats, and in­ 
sects which take a protective 
sleep 
when 
the tem perature 
drops - these are among the 
reasons why even the coldest 
w eather isn’t 
always 
a real 
help 
in 
man’s never-ending 
tight against insect and rodent 
pests. 
While insect and rodent activ­ 
ity may l>e slowed down by sub- 
treezing 
tem peratures, ento­ 
m ologists of the National Pest 
Control 
Association point out 
that cold w eather doesn’t ex­ 
term inate 
troublesom e pests 
for which nature lias worked 
out ingenious methods of beat­ 
ing the cold. 


In fact, a w inter of sustained 
cold w eather may lie m ore bene­ 
ficial to man’s insect foes than 
one of alternating cold and mild 
spells, say Dr. Philip J, Spear, 
Technical D irector ol NPCA. 
One of the reasons why insects 
can withstand cold weather, Dr. 
Spear points out, is that many 
of the most troublesom e, in­ 
cluding flies, ants, l»eetles and 
mosquitoes 
have 
the unusual 
ability to m anufacture their own 
glycerol, 
an 
eflective anti­ 
freeze sim ilar to the product 
made 
by 
man 
for the sam e 
purpose, 
when 
tem peratures 
drop below the freezing point. 
When the m ercury goes down, 
these 
insects by some ‘•ex­ 
clusive” process not yet fully 
understood, 
gradually adjust 
to it. They m anufacture glycerol 
which gives them the hardiness 
to withstand all but the most 


extrem e 
cold w eather. 
Tins 
isn’t true of all insects, but it 
has been 
found among many 
troublesom e 
[>ests 
including 
certain species of ants, beetles, 
aphids, cankerw orm s and flies. 
Making their own an ti-freeze, 
however, 
is only one ot the 
methods insects have of beat­ 
ing 
the 
weather, 
Dr. Spear 
notes. 
Most 
insects also go 
through a m etam orphosis which 
includes a dorm ant period or 
diapause. When the w eather is 
severely cold, the dorm ant p er­ 
iod often takes care of tin1 
w eather 
problem and the in­ 
sect population survives 111 pu­ 
pal o r larval stage through the 
cold w eather. 
Laboratory studies of in serts 
■ under extrem eh 
cold condi­ 
tions havt 
been confirm ed by 
findings of species 
in 
solid 
ice. Damp wood term ites, for 
exam ple, 
have l>een found in 
blocks 01 Ice and thawed to full 
activity. 
Animal pests, too, can su r­ 
vive extrem e cold, says Dr. 
.S{x>ar. When mice settle down in 
such places as cold storage 
vaults, they simply grow thick­ 
e r fur. Many species of squir­ 
rels, ham sters and other w arm ­ 
blooded anim als can liilx>rnate 
when the m ercury drops. 
“ Insect and anim al jiests,” 
Dr. Sfiear says, “ have learned, 
like man, to live within their 
environm ent and extrem ely cold 
w eather is rarely an eflective 
m eans of control.” 
More 
eflective 
than cold 
w eather, he added, are the mod­ 
ern 
pesticides 
handled 
by 
trained pest control o perators.

Your fam ily’s 
C hristm as 
gifts inay include knit d resses, 
sh irts, 
jackets, 
and 
baby 
clothes, as well as sw eaters, 
hi a short tim e they will be in 
your laundry. Many knits are 
machine-safe if handled as di­ 
rected by the m anufacturers. 
Save those labels when you 
open your gifts. W rite s o m e 
identification on each of them 
and file in a handy place. Re­ 
fer to the labels for fiber con­ 
tent and laundering instructions 
when these appear 111 your laun­ 
dry. Li general, when one type 
of fiber is dominant 111 a blend, 
launder that garm ent as if made 
entirely of that fabric. 
Remember 
that 
light 
soil 
comes out readily, while deep 
soil, set in the fibers, is diffi­ 
cult to get out without consider­ 
able agitation which is more 
wearing on knits. 
To p re fa re knits for laun­ 
dering, empty pockets, fasten 
buttons, baste along the edge 
of scoop necklines or snug tur- 
tlenecks and ribbed cuffs and 
bands, untie knit bows, and 
turn down cuffs. Turn garm ent 
inside out to prevent buttons 
and bead trim from catching 011 
other pieces, and to curb fuzz­ 
ing and pilling on the surface. 
A dark or bright garm ent 
should 
be 
individually hand­ 
washed the first lew tim es to 
flush away excess dye. After 
tliat it can be put with other 
colored pieces. 
Before machine-drying, let 
Units go through the w asher’s 
spin cycle and then set the 
dryer at LOW. O therw ise, hang 
dripping wet 
over a line or 
shower rod. Or blot in a towel 
and spread flat over dry towel. 
Stretch

To bring out the pattern of 
a textured knit — lacy, pop­ 
corn, needlepoint, ottoman, o r 
honeycomb — “ tam p” it with 
a sponge or folded washcloth 
during drying.

$150 to $250 a year to get 
the job done. Contributing $150 
each this year were the Lions 
and Rotary clubs, Beta Sigma 
Phi sorority and Junior Cham­ 
ber of Commerce. Floyd Woold­ 
ridge,

said this total amount of SGOC 
was hardly enough to cover re ­ 
placements and additions. 
I remember when not one thin 
dime was spent on city decora­ 
tions In the Bootheel.

green, white or some other col­ 
or; or metal. Since it is dan­ 
gerous to try to string lights 
in a metal tree, you just don't 
do it. You solve this lighting 
problem by using a 
special 
gadget that turns a disc with 
several different colors in sec­ 
tions with a light bulb behind 
it, directing this on the tree. 
yThe tither day the Mrs. bought 
such a color wheel for our metal 
tre e for $3.50. Packed with it 
was a note from the manufac­ 
turer stating that if the unit 
became broken just send it in 
with $5.00 and they would fix 
it and send it luck to us. Five 
dollars to repair a $3.50 ma­ 
chine?) 
To get back to the subject 
at hand. The way you acquired 
a C hristm as tree in the Boot­ 
heel iii days gone by was to 
sharpen your axe (nearly every­ 
one had an axe iii those days) 
and go out 
in 
some nearby 
woods, cut a tree and drag it 
home. Since spruce, etc., did 
not grow very much in the wild 
state in tins area, cedars and 
red berry 
trees were those 
most often used. 
Outdoor home decorations is 
another modern innovation that 
came alive with the spread of 
electrification and the develop, 
ment of weatherproof multi-col­ 
ored light sets for yard trees, 
shrubs, and to outline doors 
and other objects. Some Boot- 
heelers go all out on this idea 
and some of them win prizes 
in community contests.

the Mrs. came home from the 
supermarket with a hen which 
she Ixikod. 
I asked, “ ll o w 
much for the old biddy ?*’ Sin* 
said, “ fit! $3 and something.** 
I said, “ I l«t for that kind of 
money we can eat turkey.*’ So ^ 
tile next week she came borne 
with a small turkey. “ H o w 
much for the turk?*’ I asked. 
“ Oh $3 and something,*’ she 
said. Now t h e r e ' s a s w i t c h from 
the old days — you can eat 
turkey for about the same cost 
as eating chicken.

Insects which can manufacture their own anti­ 
freeze or sleep through a hard winter don’t 
worry much about the cold and are ready when 
the temperature rises to go back to work eating 
or despoiling man’s food and goods. 
Cold Weather Doesn’t Phase 
Some Bugs-They Thrive 


Bugs which make their own 
anti-freeze, mice which vrow 
specially thick fur coats, and In­ 
sects which take* a protective 
sleep 
when 
th* tem perature 
drolls - these are among th*' 
reasons why even the coldest 
weather Isn’t always a real 
help 
til 
man's never-ending 
light against Insect and rodent 
{lest s. 
While insect and rodent activ­ 
ity may In.* slowed down by sub- 
treezing 
tem peratures, ento­ 
mologists of the National Pest 
Control 
Association point out 
that cold weather doesn’t ex­ 
terminate 
troublesome pests 
tor which nature has worked 
out ingenious methods of beat­ 
ing the cold. 


In fact, a winter of sustained 
cold weather may lie more l>ene- 
ficial to man's insect foes than 
one of alternating cold and mild 
spells, say Dr. Philip J. Spear, 
Technical Director of NPC A. 
One of the reasons why insects 
can withstand cold weather, Dr. 
S{>oar points out, is that many 
of the most troublesome, in­ 
cluding flies, ants, I r e tie s and 
mosquitoes 
have 
th unusual 
ability to manufacture th* drown 
glycerol, 
an 
eflective anti­ 
freeze sim ilar to the product 
made 
by 
man 
tor the same 
purpose, 
when 
tem peratures 
drop I>elow the freezing point. 
When th** m ercury goes down, 
tile se 
insects by some ‘•ex­ 
clusive" process not yet fully 
understood, 
gradually adjust 
to it. Thev manufacture glycerol 
which gives them the hardiness 
to withstand all but the most 


extrem e 
cold weather. This 
isn't true ot all Insects, but it 
has I tee ii 
found among many 
troublesome 
pests 
including 
certain s|x*cit*s of ants, beetles, 
aphids, cankerworms and flies. 
Making their own anti-freeze, 
however, 
is only one ot the 
methods insects have of beat­ 
ing 
the 
weather, 
Dr. Spear 
notes, 
M o s t 
insects 
also go 
through a metamorphosis which 
includes a dormant period or 
diapause. When the weather is 
severely cold, the dormant per­ 
iod often takes 
care of 'Ii** 
weather 
problem and tho In­ 
sect population survives in pu­ 
pal or larval stage through tile 
cold weather. 
Balneatory studies of insects 
under extremely 
cold condi­ 
tions have Ih'cii confirmed by 
findings of species 
iii 
solid 
ice. Damp wood termites, for 
example, 
have lieen found in 
blocks 01 ice and thawed to full 
activity. 
Animal pests, too, can sur­ 
vive extreme cold, says Dr. 
.Sjx'jr, When mice settle down Iii 
such places 
as cold storage 
vaults, they simply grow thick­ 
e r fur. Many species of squir­ 
rels, ham sters and other warm­ 
blooded animals can hibernate 
when the m ercury drops. 
"Insect and animal {tests," 
Dr. S|>ear says, "have learned, 
like man, to live within their 
environment andextremely cold 
weather is rarely an eflective 
means of control."

In a short time they will he iii 
your laundry. Many knits .ire 
machine-safe if handled as di­ 
rected by the manufacturers. 
Save those labels when you 
open your gifts. Write s 0 in e 
identification on each of them 
and filo in a handy place. He­ 
fei to the labels for fiber con­ 
tent and laundering instructions 
when these appear in your laun­ 
dry. Ll general, when one type 
of fiber is dominant in a blend, 
launder that garment as lf made 
entirely of that fabric. 
Remember 
that 
light 
soil 
comes out readily, while deep 
soil, set iii the fibers, is diffi­ 
cult to get out without consider­ 
able agitation which is more 
wearing on knits. 
To prepare knits for laun­ 
dering, empty tx** k e ts, fasten 
buttons, Im Ste along the edge 
of scoop necklines or snug tur- 
Belleeks and ribbed cuffs and 
bands, untie 
knit bows, and 
turn dow n cuffs. Turn g a rm en t 
i n s id e out to prevent buttons 
and bead trim from catching on 
other pieces, and to curb fuzz­ 
ing and pilling on the surface. 
A 
dark or bright garment 
should 
be 
individually hand­ 
washed tile first few times to 
flush away excess dye. After 
that It ran be put with other 
colored pieces. 
Before 
machine-drying, let 
knits go through the washer's 
spin cycle and then set the 
dryer at LOW. Otherwise, hang 
dripping wret over a line or 
shower rod. Or blot iii a towel 
and spread flat over dry towel. 
Stretch 
plackets 
and

ings to prevent puckers. 
Cotton knits need no special 
handling during laundering by 
hand o r machine.

and sorghum grain. 
To further encourage more 
cooperation, it will offer larger 
payments 
than, this year to 
grow ers 
who participate by 
holding down plantings. 
Hie total cost of the program 
to the government is expected 
to be alxiut the same as this 
yea r's estim ated $1.2billion. 
Hic A griculture Department 
said the 1965 price support loan 
rates—th** governmental mer- 
chamsin which operates to put 
a floor under market prices— 
will be reduced from $1.10 a 
bushel this \ ear to $1.05 for 
corn. 
Likewise, the 
sup|x>rt loan 
rate for barley will he reduced 
from 84 cents this year to 80 
cents 
next 
year 
and 
for 
.sorghum 
grain from $1.77 a 
hundred pounds to $1.65. 
But the participating growers 
will get supplementary govern­ 
ment payments of 20 cents a 
bushel on their corn compared 
with 15 cents this year, 16cents 
on barley instead of 12 cents 
tills year and 35 cents a hun­ 
dred pounds on sorghum grain 
in place of 23 cents this year. 
Iii addition to the price sup­ 
port loan and price support pay­ 
ments, 
cooperating 
farm ers 
will get diversion payments on 
the 
land held out of produc­ 
tion. 
Hie diversion payment 
rate will be the same as this 
year.

BALLPOINT INK:

CANDLE WAX:

excess wax with a table knife.

Then rub sjx't with 
cold lard or turpentine and 
wash iii warm suds 
CHEESE:

Navy Base 


Fifty-six students and instruct­ 
ors James Woods, Bill Dick­ 
erson, andEugene Dowling were 
guests of the Memphis Navy 
Base Electronics school Wed­ 
nesday, Dec. 9. 
Group was met at the main 
gate of the base by Navy buses 
and taken to the school of train­ 
ing devices. 
They observed the numerous 
devices and training aids used 
by the Navy to introduce the 
newly assigned personnel to the 
equipment used by the fleet. 
This training phase consists 
of mock-ups or devices to sim­ 
ulate actual field conditions, 
and one such device 
is the 
simulated 
target 
for radar 
tracking and navigational prob­ 
lems. 
Another device was an instru- 
mated cock pit of a jet plane 
which enables students to sim ­ 
ulate flight plans and overcome 
problems in flight without leav­ 
ing the ground. This unit is so 
realistic that some students 
actually develop air sickness. 
Layout of a refrigeration unit 
is also used to illustrate tho 
principal of air conditioning 
and refrigeration, a necessity in 
pressurized cabins 
of mod­ 
ern aircraft. 
Second school toured was the 
fundamentals school, tho sec- 


whieh takes 400 hours to com­ 
plete, 
gives the student 
a 
background of electronics. 
Upon completion of this school, 
students are given a choice of 
areas of specialization in four 
divisions, 
radar, 
navigation, 
anti-submarine, and technical 
devices. 
After completing lunch at the 
Navy exchange, students were 
taken to the fire-lighters train­ 
ing area where foam is used as 
a smothering method of over­ 
coming crash fires. 
They observed a demonstra­ 
tion of fire fighting and air­ 
craft 
rescue in progress. It 
was stated by the instructor 
of this area that the crew had

minute to overcome the 
fire and remove the pilot from 
the plane. 
Marine and Navy Air Reserve 
Training Unit Detachment was 
next shown to the 
students. 


Students were permitted to 
observe the actual repair and 
rebuilding of both jet and pro­ 
peller driven aircraft.

Soon everyone will be sere­ 
naded by a band ol carolers 
who bring tidings lrorn many 
origins. 
Post-medieval years brought 
a desire for something else to 
In added to the seasoned Christ­ 
mas. It was period of minstrels, 
and music quickly became a ma­ 
jor part in the celebration of the 
nativity. 
Earliest known oi the nativity 
hymns was “ Jesus, Light of 
All tin.' Nations,” written by 
St. Hillary ol Poitiers. 
Until the 13th century hymns 
in honor of the nativity were 
generally solemn and strictly 
religious. True Christmas car­ 
ols, 
lighter and jovial, were 
born in Italy among the early 
Franciscans. 
Some of the carols date back 
to the 
16th century such as

men.” 
A famous German monk, Mar­ 
tin Luther, surprised the world 
by 
contributing 
the 
hymn, 
“ Away in the Manger” to his 
many other accomplishments. 
Many humns depict wise-tales 
such as the Frency “ Legend of 
St. Nicholas.” St. Nicholas ap­ 
pears at a barbershop where a 
devious murder has been com­ 
mitted seven years prior. 
“ Silent Night” was written in 
1818 by Josef Mohr, the parish 
priest of Oberndorf in the Aus­ 
trian Tyrol. 
Christmas Eve, Father Mohr 
wrote thre three stanzas of the 
carol as a surprise for his 
parishioners because he felt 
they would be disappointed when 
they learned that the organ had 
broken down. 
Earlier in the day, he had 
blessed a newborn baby and it is 
likely that the first stanza was 
inspired by this event, 
few hours, tile melody was com­ 
pleted and at midnight mass 
that evening, the two of them 
accompanied by a guitar sang 
the masterpiece for the first 
time. 
Carols from many origins have 
long told the “ greatest story,” 
which has helped to make che 
joyous season oi Christmas.

The 33-page document, com­ 
piled in 
iii 18-month investiga­ 
tion, said conversations with 
everyone of any authority in the 
field 
concludes 
“ from 
a 
humanitarian as well as eco­ 
nomic perspective, the state 
penitentiary for men should be 
alvaudoned as a penal Institu­ 
tion.” 
Tile draft quoted a report by 
a survey team from Southern 
Illinois University t h a t des­ 
cribed the prison as “ a be­ 
wildering 
array 
of physical 
problem s, complicating all cus­ 
todial arrangem ents and com­ 
pounding the cost of prisoner 
maintenance.” 
Babbitt 
said 
some of the 
buildings are old and crum b­ 
ling and others are ill-adapted 
units. He offered special c riti­ 
cism of the prison hospital. 
He said the prison in Jeffer­ 
son City should be restricted 
iii its use until it can be closed 
when a new maximum security 
prison is built. 
Babbitt cited 212 acts of vio­ 
lence in the prison from July, 
19G2, through Nov., 1963, and 
blamed them ta rtly on a “ lack 
of control by the custodial of­ 
ficers.” 
Iii recommending tile release 
of Warden E . V. Nash, the legis­ 
lator called the situation “ con­ 
fused and disorganized beyond 
romprehension 
Hie report said Nash should 
be replaced with “ an individual 
with modern correctional train­ 
ing and-or background.” It also 
urged tile salary of tile warden 
lie increased from the present 
$8,000 a year to $15,000. 
Iii Jefferson 
City 
Warden 
basil said Rabbitt’s statem ents 
are characteristic of a jioliti- 
cian who has lost an election. 
Babbitt lost a bid for the state 
senate in the November elec­ 
tion. 
“ It takes m ore than a few 
short months to become a penal 
expert,” Nash said.
